sion over Avondale Ave. to W ac­ 
ker drive w ithin the Chicago loop 
is bringing results. 
W ith direct

D esPlaines w ith 
the N orthw est 
H ighw ay, 
this 
route will be the m ost im portant 
o f the northw est highw ays. 


N ew developm ents have arisen

H is present plan, wnich 
is the result of much study of the 
situation and lengthy negotiations 
w ith the state highway

sion, is to have the state put in a 
tw enty foot pavement on Avondale

to

jp p u * ty line. Then he plans to have 
board of county com m issioners 
continue the paving

right on into Jefferson Park, from 
w hich points he feels confident the 
cite authorities would be w illing to 
continue it into W acker drive at 
an early date. 
This would save

since the cost would be borne from 
funds of the county board, and no 
assessm ents 
would 
be

for

Should 
the city authorities 
and property 
owrtfers desire 
a 
greater 
width 
than tw enty feet it can be added 
at any tim e by the board of local 
m 
im provem ents through the 
usual 
m anner of special 
assessm ents. 
H aving .secured the opening and 
paving 
of 
Avondale 
from 
Des- 
P ftines to Jefferson 
Park, 
it is 
Com m issioner B usse’s plan to pave 
th e old Algonquin trail from Algon- 
* qufti to Talcott road, then on Tal- 
cott to Bryn Mawr and on Bryn 
M awr to intersect with Avondale at 
Gladstone Park. 
The cost of this 
t paving would also be borne jointly 
b r the state and the county board 
aud would be free from special a s­ 
sessm ents. 
Commissioner Busse has had nu­ 
merous conferences with the state 
highway com mission and feels con­ 
fident from statem ents made by 
tjiem that they w ill co-operate in 
the work, as both 
im provem ents 
are recognized as necessary by both 
state and county authorities. 
He 
i* expecting to receive the state’s 
decision, and a favorable one, w ith­ 
in the next two weeks. 
-A sked if there would be any 
question as to the attitude of the 
county board, the com m issioner in­ 
tim ated that he expected only the 
fu llest cooperation from his fellow 
Members of the county body. 
These two im provem ents, it is 
probable, will be the first to feel 
beneficial effects of the gas tax 
to ted by the legislature a few days 
ago, as it is the intention of Com­ 
m issioner Busse to have the cost 
paid from this fund. 
The com m issioner, along with 
t*%many others, feels that the people 
" o f the northw est section are vital­ 
ly in need of these two highw ays 
and that th ey should be construct­ 
ed w ithout any unnecessary delay. 
To w ait for the city to com plete 
tiurveys and decide the perplexing 
problem of which side of the N orth­ 
w estern tracks should be used from 
Jefferson into the city, and then to 
* 
fig h t the case through long con­ 
dem nation court sieges, would, he 
^feels, delay the program to such 
an extent that it would he a hard­ 
ship upon the m otorists of this sec­ 
tion of the city, who are even now 
la b o r in g under the effects of over­ 
crow ded and congested highw ays 
leading into the city. 
“The northw est section of the 
city and county is clearly entitled 
tp its share of public im prove­ 
m ents,” says Comm issioner Busse. 
“The state has the m oney and the 
county has it, and I cen see no 
valid reason w hy we should not en­ 
joy the benefits of these two high­ 
w ays, which would mean so much 
* 
to our people. D elay w ill not reduce 
the cost of construction, therefore 
I am in favor of early action in 
order that we m ay reap the full 
benefits o f the taxes we pay.”

B U SSE SEES LIGHT 


In 
the 
news 
columns 
this 
week appears an article dealing 
with the plan of County Com­ 
m issioner W illiam Busse to con­ 
struct the Avondale and Algon- 
quin-Talcott-Bryn 
Mawr high­ 
w ays from 
state 
and county 
funds, including that part in the 
city as far as Jefferson Park. 
It is the m ost logical su gges­ 
tion we have yet seen or heard, 
and is probably bom of the com ­ 
m issioner’s intim ate knowledge 
of the territory and long ex­ 
perience in public life. 
The fact that the com m ission­ 
er proposes to 
have the entire 
cost of 
these 
highways paid 
from the gasoline tax will be as 
balm to the wounded feelings of 
m otorists who were 
not overly 
pleased with the legislature for 
voting the tax. W hen.we of the 
northwest side pay the tax we 
will at least have the satisfac­ 
tion of feeling that Ave w ill get 
som ething tangible and of a lo­ 
cal nature for our money. 
Commissioner Busse feels con­ 
fident, he tells the W eekly, that 
the state will 
co-operate with 
the county board 
in an early 
construction of these two high­ 
ways, 
thus 
lifting 
m otorists 
from a congestion that is becom­ 
ing more 
burdensome 
day by 
day. 
When the 
state and county 
build them as far as Jefferson, 
it should not be difficult to se­ 
cure early action from the city 
authorities for extending Avon­ 
dale 
on to connect 
up with 
Wacker Drive. 
The board, 
however, should 
not be hampered by insistent de­ 
mands that are not consistent 
with the findings of their en­ 
gineers, whom we m ust concede 
are more com petent to pass up­ 
on such m atters than the aver­ 
age layman. — The Jefferson 
Park W eekly. 


COM. BUSSE ON 


GIVE PLANS FOR 
NEW HOSPITAL 
AT DES PLAINES 


The new $400,000 hospital to he 
erected in Maine township between 
D esPlaines and Park Ridge will be 
thoroughly modern in its appoint­ 
ments and service for the patients 
will be one of its m ost conspicuous 
features according 
to 
Henry J. 
Schlacks, 820 Tower Court, Chica­ 
go, architect who has drawn the 
plans for the structure. 
The building has 
been designed 
in accordance with the latest ideas 
of hospital 
construction, 
being a 
j long and narrow building, so that 
sun light may 
enter every room. 
The front elevation of the hospital 
w ill show a structure four stories 
high, 2 5 0 feet long. 
The width of 
the hospital w ill be only 42 f e e t ,« 
which perm its ample corridors and 
large rooms on either side. 
In the 
rear will be a w ing 125 feet long 
and 42 feet wide. 
Sun porches 
w ill be placed on 
each flor at the ends of the cor­ 
ridors. 
The elevators and stair­ 
w ays w ill 
be isolated 
from the 
rnqip corridor so that the sounds 
of traffic up or down will not reach 
the patients. The service facilities 
include 
diet 
kitchens, 
dressing 
rooms, chart rooms, baths, toilets, 
x-ray and w aiting rooms. 
Provi­ 
sion is also made for internes and 
nurses who will be needed to care 
for the patients. 
The operating rooms are unique, 
since each room is built within a I 
room, so that there has been al­ 
m ost com plete elim ination of fix ­ 
tures. Radiators will be behind the 
w alls sending their heat into the 
operating rooms from the outside. 
A system of 
lighting which will 
send a clear diffused light, wholly 
lacking in glare, will be employed. 
The room within a room idea for 
operating rooms is new in America 
although a few hospitals in North 
Germany have had such rooms in 
recent years,” Mr. Schlacks said. 
An arch-portico 
entrance fea t­ 
ures the exterior p f the hospital. 
It is large enough to accommodate 
a number of autom obiles at the 
sam e tim e, so that during storm s 
doctors or visitors at the hospital 
will be able to park their cars un­ 
der shelter. The hospital will have 
a capacity of 154 patients according 
to the prelim inary plans which call 
for unusually large rooms.

Zoning Ordinance 
No, 555, Village of 
Palatine, Illinois 


An Ordinance establishing a plan 
for dividing the Village of Paia- 
tine into districts for the purpose 
of regulating the location of trades 
and industries, and of buildings and 
structures designed for dwellings, 
apartment houses, trades, indus­ 
tries and other specified uses, for 
regulating the height, volume, and 
size of buildings and structures, 
and intensity of use of lot areas, 
and for creating a board of ap­ 
peals. 
Be it ordained by the president 
and board of trustees of the Vil­ 
lage of Palatine, Illinois: 
Section I 
Definitions: In the construction 
of this ordinance certain words and 
terms are hereby defined, as fol­ 
lows: 
Words used in the present tense 
include the

the singular 
number includes the plural and the

singular; 
the word 


“building” includes the word struct­ 
ure; the word “shall” is mandatory 
and not directory. 
Alley: A public thoroughfare 
not exceeding thirty (30) feet in 
width and upon which abut gener­ 
ally the rear of premises, and not 
generally used as a thoroughfare 
by pedestrians. 
Auxiliary Use: A use customar­ 
ily incidental to and accessory to 
the principal use of a building or

arate apartments. 
Apartment Hotel: An apartment
